Excerpts From the Report of the Secretary 
Of Agriculture 








Washington, D. C., November 15, 1923. 
To the President: 


T IS a satisfaction to be able to record marked im- 
] provement in agriculture during the past year. Prices 

of many agricultural crops are higher. Cost of pro- 
duction has been lower, and there has been some reduc- 
tion in prices of the things farmers buy. , 

In 1923 farmers planted 341,000,000 acres: of the 14 
principal crops. This was an increase of more than 
2,000,000: acres over 1922. The production of these 14 
crops is estimated to aggregate 265,000,000 tons, which is 
about the same as in 1922 and 11,000,000 tons greater than 
the 10-year average. 

Taking the value of the 11 crops—corn, wheat, oats, 
barley, rye, buckwheat, flaxseed, potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
hay, and cotton—as of October 1, except in the case of 
corn (which is taken at the December future prices as 
recorded for the first 15 days of October), we find that 
this value was $5,289,000,000 for 1921, $5,711,000,000 for 
1922, and $6,947,000,000 for 1923. In neither year does the 
sum indicated include the total value of farm crops grown, 
but for comparative purposes the values of these 11 crops 
for the years mentioned indicate the substantial increase 
in the money received by farmers in 1923 as compared 
with 1922 and 1921. 

Not only will the total general farm income be con- 
siderably greater for the year 1923 but this income will 
buy relatively more of the things farmers need than for 
some years past. The purchasing power is_ greater. 
Hence farmers generally are better off both actually and 
relatively, and this is reflected in their increased pur- 
chases, which in turn has helped general business. The 
farm productive plant has seriously depreciated during 
the past six years, first because of war conditions and 
later because of forced economies. As the farm income 
increases, therefore, farmers will buy more and more 
freely of the things they need. 


*. * * 


The prices of dairy products did not suffer so much 
from the drastic deflation following the post-war period 
as did other farm products. Butter, cheese, and milk 
have sold at prices remunerative to farmers. Butter is 
now higher than the general price level. Cheap feed in 
western butter districts, and high prices and some curtail- 
ment of production in milk districts have enabled the 
dairy farmer to weather the storm with less adversity 
than those farmers producing commodities a part of which 
must be exported. Poultry and eggs have also continued 
on a fairly profitable basis. 

Besides wool, cotton, chickens, and butter previously 


mentioned, beans, apples, broomcorn, cabbage, onions, 





cotton seed, and lambs are higher than the general price 
level. 

Horses, rye, barley, timothy seed, oats, hogs, wheat, 
hay, veal calves, beef cattle, milk cows, corn, clover seed, 
buckwheat, sweet potatoes, flaxseed, and potatoes are 
still below the general price level, but many of these 
products have experienced appreciable advances in price 
this past year. Flax rose from $1.88 in 1922 to $2.12 in 
1923. Oats rose from 34.5 cents to 38.6 cents. Hay from 
$10.58 to $12.42. Milk cows, $51.62 to $56.13. During no 
month of 1922 did veal calves sell for as much as in 
September, 1923. 

Corn prices have had a very appreciable advance dur- 
ing the past year. The low receipts at primary markets 
and the low visible supply of corn have resulted in rising 
prices despite the large farm stocks and heavy production 
during the three years 1920-1922. Corn prices advanced 
from 61.6 cents for October, 1922, to 85.7 cents in 1923. 
If all corn could be sold at this price the corn farmer 
would find himself in a relatively fortunate position, but 
since it is the demand for corn to finish the large numbers 
of hogs in preparation for the market that creates the 
relative shortage of corn and makes this price possible, 
and since not over 20 per cent of the crop will be sold as 
corn, prices of hogs must always be considered in con- 
nection with prices of corn. The past year was character- 
ized by enormous increases in hog production, marketing, 
and slaughter, and by large increases in domestic con- 
sumption and foreign trade in lard and pork. 

The liquidation in the industry that followed the de- 
cline in the price of hogs reduced our hog population to a 
very low point, and this reduction was immediately fol- 
lowed by three bumper corn crons in succession. This 
resulted in a surplus of corn and a deficiency in hogs and 
the hog-corn ratio was the highest in many years. As 
usually occurs after a period of large corn crops, hog 
production was given a great impetus, and the marketing 
of hogs for the year ending June 30, 1923, exceeded that 
for the preceding year by more than 9,000,000 head. As 
a consequence, hog prices receded sharply and corn fed 
to hogs is now bringing lower prices than corn sold on the 
market. 

on * * 
State of Agriculture in General 


The general agricultural improvement noted is most 
gratifying to everybody and gives renewed hope to 
millions of farmers who have struggled against most dis- 
tressing conditions. This does not warrant the assump- 


tion, however, that the state of agriculture in all sections 
is now satisfactory, viewed either from the standpoint of 
the farmer or from the standpoint of national interest. 
In many regions agriculture still is at a disadvantage. 
The adverse influences of which mention was made in my 
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report of a year ago still exist, though less powerful than 
at that time. The ratio between prices of most farm 
products and prices of other commodities is still far out 
of line. Industrial wages continue at war-time levels and 
thus help to maitain high prices for most of the things 
the farmer buys. High freight: rates still prevail, and, 
while not the cause of low farm prices, place one more 
additional burden upon the farmer which he can ill afford 
to pay in view of the prices he must take for his products; 
also they place him at a disadvantage with his foreign 
competitors in world markets in the case of those farm 
products which we export. Unfavorable exchange rates 
with European countries, together with financial difficul- 
ties in those countries which need our surplus, make it 
more difficult for them to buy, and our export outlet for 
farm commodities is narrowing. Aside from this diffi- 
culty, it is to be expected that as the countries of Europe 
get on their feet, they will strive to produce more of the 
things they need and buy less from us, and this must be 
considered in planning our own production. The costs of 
retail distribution of farm products are unreasonably 
large, thus enhancing the price to the consumer and de- 
priving the farmer of the benefit of increased consump- 
tion which ought to follow lower prices which result from 
large production. 


Studies by this department indicate that 42 per cent 
of the farmers feel that their financial difficulties are due 
to low prices of farm products; to high taxes, 17 per cent; 
high costs for farm labor, 11 per cent; high freight rates, 
10 per cent; high interest, 10 per cent; reckless expendi- 
tures during boom period, 6 per cent; and too much credit, 
4 per cent. 

"Too frequently persons who have not inquired into 
the matter express the opinion that the farmers’ difficul- 
ties are due to reckless expenditures for land, speculative 
securities, and other purposes during the flush years. The 
percentage who suffered in this way, however, does not 
seem to be very large. The farmers’ troubles are due 
primarily to the low prices of their farm products and 
the high prices for the services and articles they must 
buy. 

Taxes and Interest 


In addition to the handicaps just mentioned there is 
underlying this agricultural situation the fundamental 
factor of the lowered price ievel which has shrunk the 
purchasing power of the farmer’s income. Economic 
justice would require that the price level during the years 
when the debtor is paying individual and public debts 
should be as high as when these debts were éncurred, thus 
making it possible for him to meet his fixed payments of 
taxes, interest, and principal with about the quantity of 
labor or the products of labor required to meet them at 
the time the debts were incurred. This is not the case 
now with the farmer. It is not possible to adjust the 
price level with that nicety which will do justice to every- 
one, but in so far as it is possible it should be done. Our 
investigations lead us to estimate the property taxes and 
interest combined paid by agriculture in the year of 1920 
at about $1,457,000,000; in 1921 at $1,684,000,000; and in 
1922 at $1,749,000,000. ; 


In 1920 practically the entire value of the wheat and 
tobacco crops, or about two-thirds of the wheat and cotton 
crops, were required to pay property taxes and interest 
charges. This was during the period of high prices and 
lagging charges for taxes and interest. 

In 1921 property taxes and interest were equal to the 
entire value of the wheat, oats, potato, and tobacco crops. 
The wheat and cotton crops combined would pay but five- 
sixths of the taxes and interest. This was during the 
period of low prices and rising charges for taxes and 
interest. 


In 1922 the value of the wheat, oats and tobacco crops, 
and one-half of the potato crop, were required to pay taxes 
and interest. In that year although cotton was very high 
in price, taxes and interest charges were equivalent to the 
entire value of the cotton crop plus two-thirds of the 
wheat crop. Property taxes increased from $532,000,000 
in 1920 to $797,000,000 in 1922. 

Unfortunately reliable estimates of taxes and interest 
charges are not available for the pre-war years. It is 
estimated, however, that property taxes alone in 1914 
aggregated about $344,000,000, which was equivalent to 
less than two-fifths of the 1914 wheat crop, while in 1922 
taxes totaled $797,000,000, which was approximately 
equivalent to the total value of the 1921 or the 1922 wheat 
crops. The wheat crop is approximately equal to the pre- 
war value, but taxes have more than doubled. It should 
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be kept in mind that the increase in taxes is dye to 1 
and State governments, not Federal. Ocal 

Under such a situation farmers who are out of deb 
can get along fairly well, but those who are heavily in dex 
and especially those young farmers who have not beco 
thoroughly established, are having great difficulty in mde 
ing interest and principal on public and private debts . 

It would seem to be distinctly in the public interest 
that the price level during these years when we are mero 
ing out of war difficulties be maintained at from ¢9 to 0 
per cent above the pre-war level. Just as sound mone 
requires a gold basis so sound business requires an onnit, 
able and stable price level. 


Rural Population Influenced 


The result of the conditions which have prevaileq dur. 
ing these years of agricultural deflation is reflecteg in 
the steady drift from the farms to the towns. Our esti. 
mates indicate that the net change in population from 
farm to the town in 1922 was around 1,200,000. This dri, 
is taking place not alone in those sections where agricul. 
tural depression is being felt most keenly just now but 
throughout the country. This is illustrated in a number 
of ways. For example, 4.7 per cent of the habitable farm. 
houses were vacant in 1920; 5.7 per cent in 1921; ang 73 
per cent in 1922. A recent study indicates that in 1999 
farmers occupied 86.3 per cent of the habitable farm. 
houses as compared with 88.4 per cent in 1921 and 997 
per cent in 1920. Because of the scarcity of houseg avai. 
able for them nearer their work, many farmhouses within 
reasonable distances of cities are being occupied by 
people who work in the cities. 

In Michigan a special survey made this summer cover. 
ing a large number of farms indicates that fully 10 per 
cent of these farms were vacant, and about 13 per cent 
more were only partially worked. This survey algo 
showed that there were also 16 per cent fewer workers 
on the farms in Michigan than a year ago and that 91 per 
cent of those leaving the farms did so to better their 
financial condition, 6 per cent because of old age, and 3 
per cent because of other causes. 


During the year ending February, 1920, it is estimated 
that 22,000 workers net left the New York farms; in 1921, 
24,000 net. For the year ending February, 1922, this 
number had decreased to 3,000, the explanation being that 
the unemployment in the cities during 1921 caused many 
persons to move to the farms. For the year ending Feb 
ruary 1, 1923, this movement had swung back, and the 
net movement to the cities was 26,000. It is reasonable 
to believe that a similar movement from the farms to the 
cities is general throughout the country, although reliable 
figures such as have been quoted with reference to New 
York are not available for other States. Perhaps the 
movement has not been so large in some other States as 
in Michigun and New York, which are so highly industrial. 

Financial Difficulties 

This year the Department of Agriculture instituted an 
inquiry through both bankers and farmers as to the 
number of farm owners and farm tenants who lost their 
farms or property through foreclosure or voluntary re- 
linquishment. 

It was found that of the owner farmers in 15 corn and 
wheat producing States on an average over 4 per cent 
had lost their farms through foreclosure or bankruptcy, 
while nearly 4.5 per cent had turned over their farms to 
creditors without legal process, making a total of about 
8.5 per cent who had lost their farms with or without 
legal proceedings. In addition, more than 15 per cent 
were in fact bankrupt, but were holding on through 
leniency of their creditors. Considered by groups of 
States, the percentage of owner farmers who lost their 
farms since 1920 was found to be as follows: For 5 east 
North Central States, nearly 6 per cent; for 7 West 
North Central States, over 9 per cent; and for 3 Mountain 
States, nearly 20 per cent. The percentage of tenants 
who lost their property ran materially higher. 

The records of the Department of Justice indicate 
that in the prewar years 5 per cent of all bankruptcy 
cases were farmers, Dut in 1922 it had grown to 14 per 
cent. In some of these States, where in pre-war years 
the farmers’ bankruptcy cases represented about 7 pe 
cent of all such cases, this percentage in 1922 had risen 
to nearly 30. 

These losses have not been due to inefficiency on the 
part of the farmers. Practically all of them were inc 
by men who had been doing fairly well until they entered 
the period of drastic deflation. Some few were ca 
by overexpansion in the purchase of land during the

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The Last of the Ollies

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LLIE JOHANNA SIR FAYNE 59096, the last of the 
O three famous sons of Ollie Watson Prima Donna, 

died recently at his home at Royalton, Wisconsin, 
at the age of almost fifteen years. He was in active serv- 
ice right up to the time of his death and was a hale and 
hearty old gentlemen up to the last. We are told that he 
was eating his usual ration of hay when he suddenly 
dropped dead. 

The last of the Ollie bulls, he was likewise the oldest 
of the three brothers and has the largest list of high 
record daughters. At present, he has reported twenty- 
nine A. R. O. daughters, five with records from 30 to 
39.75 lbs., ten from 20 to 28.76 lbs. Seven of his daughters 
have milked from 600 to 721 lbs. He has nine semi-offi- 
cially tested daughters, three of them over 1000 lbs. and 
five with milk records from 25,000 to 30,000 lbs. He has 
eight proven sons. 

His largest record daughter, Ruby Fietertje of Forest 
Hill 2d, will be remembered as one of the features of the 


‘ famous St. Paul National Sale of 1920 when she was sold 


by Higdon & Hughes of California to Harvest Farms of 
Wisconsin for $10,500. She has a four-year-old record of 
39.75 lbs. butter from 667.9 lbs. milk with 162.09 lbs. butter 
from 3144.5 lbs. milk in 30 days, and a year record of 
1048.13 lbs. butter, 26,111 Ibs. milk. Another good daugh- 
ter is Piebe Mooie Fayne, a twice 33-lb. cow. Another 
is Carnation Blanche Fayne, one of Carnation Stock 
Farms’ famous 30,000-lb. cows. His largest record daugh- 
ter for 7 days’ milk is Hartog Gerben Hengerveld 3d with 
721.9 lbs. milk containing 30.67 lbs. butter as a junior 
four-year-old. 

The story of Ollie Johanna Sir Fayne starts back in 
the early 1900’s when August Knospe, dairyman and 
farmer of Dodge County, Wisconsin, purchased a founda- 
tion of Jones-Randall Homesteads and started building up 
one of the most famous branches of the Homestead family. 
Although only a small herd, it was known by reputation 
far and wide by 1912, when Mr. Knospe decided to close 
out his Holstein interests and go into another line of 
business in which he believed there was more money to 
be made. We might add, however, that after a few years’ 
battle with other lines of business, Mr. Knospe has re- 
turned to the black and white cow and is again breeding 
Holsteins in Dodge County. 

Many readers of the World are doubtless 
familiar with the story of the Knospe disper- 
sal of 1912. Col. French, of Iowana Farms, in 
Iowa, and Senator Hackney, of Arden Farms, 
of Minnesota, both attended this sale with the 
idea of buying the cream of the herd. This 
made brisk competition and a number of quite 
sensational prices for that day were reported. 
When the sale was over, it was found that 
while quite a number of the good members of 
the herd had remained in Dodge County and 
other parts of Wisconsin, the more sensational 
members of the herd had been struck off either 
to Iowana or Arden Farms. For the purposes 
of this story, we are more interested in the 
Iowana purchases. which included Ollie Jo- 
hanna Sir Fayne, the subject of this story, who 
was then three years old. With him, Col. 
French purchased his sire, Sir Johanna Fayne, 
his dam, Ollie Watson Prima Donna, a 31-lb. 
cow with 618.7 ibs. milk, she a three-fourths 
sister to the sire of Tilly Alcartra. A younger 
son of this cow,, Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead, 
was also purchased and she was carrying a 
calf, which when born at Iowana Farms was 
named Iowana Sir Ollie. These three sons of 


. Ollie Watson Prima Donna all made up a part 


of the famous Iowana show herd of 1913. This 
herd was headed by Ollie Johanna Sir Fayne 
himself. His two younger brothers,, Oak De 
Kol Ollie Homestead,, and Iowana Sir Ollie, 
were the Iowana representatives in the two- 
year-old and junior bull calf classes respec- 
tively. All three bulls won numerous first

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I knew anything 

about Northwest Hol- 
steins that Henry McCall 
of Prineville, Ore., must 
have a tip-top herd. Any 
herd that reported as regu- 
larly with a new state rec- 
ord, that held state and 
northwest championships 
as long as did Henry Mc- 
Call’s, must have some- 
thing back of it worth 
while, and I have long in- 
tended to give readers of 
the World some idea of 
what it is like. But Red- 
mond is a night’s run from 
Portland, and after you get 
to Redmond it’s nine miles 
to the McCall ranch, so 
that* while theoretically 
it’s easy to get there under 
modern systems of trans- 
portation, practically one 
doesn’t do it often; and it 
was not until last spring 
that I parked my wife’s 
automobile just off the 
highway beside the 
Crooked river, trusted my 
ail to the suspension foot- 
bridge that in some sea- 
sons furnishes the only 
access to the ranch, and 
walked the remaining half 
mile to the center of farm 
activities. What I found 
was every bit as interesting 
as I expected—a marvelous 
herd of rugged, “milky” 
Holsteins, plugging along 
on semi-official test under 
the most discouraging con- 
ditions as to labor and 
feed, but nevertheless 
shelling out records with a 
regularity that is astonish- 
ing.

one that apparently ¢op. 
siders herself lucky, under 
the circumstances, to be 
milked at all! I thought 
then that I would soon get 
the story of the McCall 
herd into type, but time 
went on and I did not. Now 
comes Florence Idella 
Sharp, the cow just men- 
tioned as the fountain head 
of its greatness, and will 
not longer be denied. On 
September 30, 1923, she 
completed in ner eleventh 
year her fourth 365-day 
record of over 1000 pounds 
of butter, thereby becom. 
ing the only Holstein in 
the Pacific Northwest, the 
third Holstein in the world 
and the fourth cow of any 
breed to complete four 
such records. The story of 
Florence is the story of the 
herd, so here is the matter 
in a nut-shell. 

Henry McCall believes— 
and others agree with him 
—that Florence Idella 
Sharp is without question 
the greatest producing 
foundation cow of the 
breed in the Pacific North- 
west, and one of the great- 
est in the world. Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2nd and 
Tilly Alcartra are the only 
other Holsteins that boast 
similar records of produc- 
tion, and Vive la France, 
an Oregon Jersey, is the 
only other cow of any 
breed to make four yearly 
records of that _ size. 
Florence’s four 1000-pound 
records have been finished 
since she reached the age 
of four years, one of them 
at four years, one at six, - 
one at eight finished May 
22, 1922, and the last one 
at 10 completed in Sep- 
tember. They aggregate 
103,938 pounds (51 tons) of 


milk and 3478 pounds of butterfat. As previously stated, 

they have been made under the most haphazard condi- 

tions, both as to feed and labor. Getting feed to the ranch

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Things To Be Thinking About 


HE Committee on Records and Registrations, which 
7 was authorized at the Cleveland convention last 

year, was assigned duties covering the broadest 
scope of activity and was charged with many responsibi- 
lities, among which may be mentioned principally that of 
considering all necessary and valuable changes in con- 
nection with the work of registration and the Advanced 
Registry office. It is the duty of this Committee to submit 
a report to the next annual convention, which will be held 
in June at Richmond, Virginia. This committee of twenty, 
appointed by President Lowden held a preliminary meet- 
ing at Syracuse during the Dairy Show, and a sub-commit- 
tee at that time was appointed to make an intensive study 
of these questions, later to report to the full committee, 
which, in turn, would submit a final report to the con- 
vention. 

In view of the importance of the subjects under con- 
sideration and the manner in which any changes in these 
two departments will affect every breeder in his relation- 
ship with the Association, it seems to us important that 
there should be the fullest possible discussion in advance 
of the Richmond convention and in fact, in advance of the 
completion of the report of this committee. From the 
preliminary meeting at Syracuse in October, we know 
that the committee will welcome constructive suggestions 
from breeders everywhere. For the purpose of such a 
free discussion of the problems of the Association, we are 
glad to the open the columns of the World. 

As a basis for discussion, we are presenting the follow- 
ing questions, which come within the scope of the ac- 
tivities of this committee. They have been suggested to 
us by a number of breeders if conversation and through 
personal correspondence. Let us have your views, and 
we shall be glad to see that they come to the attention 
of the members of the sub-committee. Undoubtedly, other 
question pertinent to the subjects of registration and Ad- 
vanced Registration will occur to our readers. It will be 
only by the most thorough discussion that the Associa- 
tion can hope to achieve maximum results from the work 
of this committee. Following are the questions referred 
to above: 


There is more or less objection to the multiplica 
tion of classes for Advanced Registry records. Along 
this line there are some who think that in as much as 
comparatively few records have been made in this 
class that subdivision B, or the so-called farmers’ 
class, should be dropped. On the other hand, there is 
a sentiment that this division gives an opportunity 
to the practical dairyman that he would not otherwise 
have. Then, too, there is another proposition that in 
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subdivison B the time during which the cows may be 
milked more than twice a day should be increased 
from forty-five to sixty days after calving. Or should 
it be given a further trial as it is? 

Is it in the interest of the development of the breed 
to limit the number of times a day in which a cow 
on any sort of test may be milked to three? 

Should all records for Advanced Registration pe 
refused in which the average per cent of fat for the 
whole time is less than 3% or more than 5%? 

When the Advanced Registry requirements were 
raised on April 1st, last, there was retained a so-called 
Register of Merit in which records meeting the ola 
requirements for Advanced Registration should be 
received and certificates issued. If the time had come 
for raising the requirements for Advanced Registra. 
tion as most concede it had, why not make the step 
a complete one and cut out the Register of Merit 
entirely? 

Would it be in the interest of the breed to refuge 
registration at sometime in the future, say 1930, to 
any animal whose dam was not in the Advanced 
Registry or who itself had not made a record entitling 
it to Advanced Registration? 

Among the objects specified as a part of the work 
of the revision committee simplifying of rules was 
distinctly specified. There are enumerated at the 
present time in the constitution and by-laws fifteen 
rules for the naming of animals. In the interest of 
simplicity could not these be cut down even so far as 
to simply make one rule that no two animals could 
have the same name? 

Many calves, especially bull calves, are not regis. 
tered until they are sold. The present practice re- 
quires that such animals must be registered in the 
name of the breeder and transferred from the breeder 
to the puchaser. Except for the loss of revenue 
would it not be simpler and more advantageous that 
such calves be registered in the name of the pur- 
chaser as owner without requiring such a transfer? 
The name of the owner would then appear in the 
original entry in the Herd Book. 

In transferring animals on the records of the 
Association where no actual change in ownership 
takes place, as in the case of cattle owned on shares . 
or in partnership, should not a lower transfer fee be 
charged, enough merely to cover the cost of the cleri- 
cal work involved? 

Will it be practical and useful to have cows with 
Advanced Registry records officially scored according 
to the new scale of points and publish their score in 
connection with the record? 


The New Zealand System 


HE regulations employed in other countries cover- 
ci ing the making of production records are of especial 

interest at this time in view of the consideration 
that is being given to changes in our own system. Last 
week as a leading feature we presented a -brief outline 
of the system used in New Zealand. The principal re- 
quirements may be outlined as follows: 

No cow may be milked oftener than three times in 
each twenty-four hours, and before any record is accepted 
the cow must have dropped a living or fully matured calf 
within 455 days—15 months from the commencement of 
her test. It is further required in a case of cows over 4 
years of age, that a living or mature calf must have been 
dropped within 455 days prior to the commencement of 
the test. 

The actual work and supervision is in charge of the 
Dairy Division of the Department of Agriculture, the cost 
of supervision for a year’s test being ten guineas (approx- 
imately $42.00) to be paid in advance. This fee covers the 
first cow entered and additional cows entered within six 
months are accepted at a fee of three guineas (approxi- 
mately $12.50 each.) All records are for a complete lacta- 
tion of 365 days or less. 

This system emphasizes reproduction, with its re- 
quirement of a living or fully matured calf within fifteen 
months after the beginning of the record and in the case 
of older animals within fifteen months prior to the com- 
mencement of the test likewise. Any regulation limiting 
the number of milkings to three a day has always seemed 
to us like voluntarily placing a handicap upon our greatest 
cows in comparison with the Channel Island breeds. We 
feel safe in making the assertion that the difference be- 
tween the results from three-time and four-time-a-day 
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milking would be much greater in the case of our heaviest 
milking cows tuan would be found in connection with 
either of the Jersey or Guernsey breeds. In this connec- 
tion there is also the matter of comparison with previous 
records within our own breed and it is something of a 
question in our minds if we want to assume any regula- 
tions which will place a handicap upon the fullest deve- 
lopment of the Holstein-Friesian cow. In our dairyman’s 
division, we give full recognition to the breeder who 
wishes to make production records under every-day farm 
conditions. There is, of course, a disadvantage in having 
too many different classifications of tests, but it seems 
to us doubtful if any middle ground would be satisfactory 
to anyone. 

In our issue of June 16, 1923, we presented an outline 
of the regulations governing the Record of Performance 
(long-time) test in Canada and we have now asked Secre- 
‘tary Hobson of the British-Friesian Society to send us a 
statement concerning the regulations under which they 
are operating. This we hope to present in the not-far- 
distant future.

We 
have selected from it the particular features that will be 
of greatest interest to Holstein-Friesian breeders. 

There are a number of features in the agricultural 
situation to which we wish to call particular attention. In 
the first place, it is highly significant that the value of 
the eleven principal farm crops for 1923 is over a billion 
and a quarter dollars greater than for 1922. This huge 
sum is concrete evidence of the improved situation df 
the farmer. Just what this means is forcefully pointed 
out by Secretary Wallace in the following language: 

“Not only will the total general farm income be 
considerably greater for the year 1923 but this income 
will buy relatively more of the things farmers need 
than for some years past. The purchasing power is 
greater. Hence farmers generally are better off both 
actually and relatively, and this is reflected in their 
increased purchases, which in turn has helped general 
business. The farm productive plant has seriously 
depreciated during the past six years, first because 
of war conditions and later because of forced econo- 
‘mies. As the farm income increases, therefore, farm- 
ers will buy more and more freely of the things they 
need.” 

The foregoing statement should be especially interest- 
ing to the manufacturers of farm and dairy equipment and 
all kinds of labor-saving machinery for the farm and the 


farm home. Those concerns which are making an aggres-. 


sive effort to tell their story to the farm market are al- 
ready reporting substantial increases in sales. 
The relatively strong position of the»dairy farmer is 
set forth by the Secretary in the following statement: 
“The prices of dairy products did not suffer so 
much from the drastic deflation following the post-war 
period as did other farm products. Butter, cheese, 
and milk have sold at prices remunerative to farmers. 
Butter is now higher than the general price level. 
Cheap feed in western butter districts, and high 
prices and some curtailment of production in milk 
districts have enabled the dairy farmer to weather the 
storm with less adversity than those farmers produc- 
ing commodities a part of which must be exported.” 
Recognition of the improved position of the dairying in 
comparison with most other branches of agriculture is 
turning the attention of many farmers in the grain and 
beef cattle territory towards dairying and is commending 
the attention and active support of progressive bankers 
in those districts. The development of these factors 
should have a beneficial effect upon the prices of dairy 
cattle, both purebred and grade. While this is a 
thoroughly desirable condition, the industry must look 
ahead far enough to realize that the consumption of dairy 
products must be increased in about the same ratio as 
production is increasing if living prices for dairy pro- 
ducts are to be maintained. There is plenty of oppor- 
tunity for development of a very largely increased demand 
for dairy products and while we have many agencies 
working along that line, the dairy industry as a whole 
is giving far less attention and support to that phase of 
the program than its importance actually warrants. 
An increase of 76% in the number of accredited herds 
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was made during the past year, according to the Secre- 
tary’s report, the total number at the close of the fiscal 
year being 28,536 herds containing 615,156 head. At that 
time there were also over 400,000 herds containing nearly 
four and one-half million head under supervision, with 
applications for nearly a million additional animals on 
the waiting list. The Secretary feels that the tubercu- 
losis eradication work “has met with marked success” 


‘and that the work is growing in favor with cattle owners. 


No specific recommendations are made by the Secre- 
tary on the tuberculosis question, but we assume the 
progress of the past year, as recorded, and the amounts 
that have already been expended, not only by the Federal 
government but by various states and counties, will in- 
sure the continuance of the present policy. 


New York Holstein-Friesian Association News 


HE first issue of the New York Holstein-Friesian 
+ Association News dated November 1923 has reached 

our desk. This, we note, is to be a quarterly pub- 
lication and is designed to keep the State Association in 
closer touch with its members. The first number is 
attractively arranged and printed and features the address 
of President Lowden regarding the work of the dairy 
breed association, delivered before the World’s Dairy 
Congress. 


Floyd C. Overton 


LOYD C. OVERTON, of Adams, New York, one of the 
F best known members of the Holstein fraternity in 
the state, died December 4 from a cerebral hemor- 
rhage while helping to place a heavy barrel of cider in the 
cellar. He never recovered consciousness after the acci- 
dent and died three hours later. The news of the un- 
timely passing of Floyd Overton will bring a sense of 
personal loss to a very wide circle of friends in the Hol- 
stein industry. He had been a breeder since 1888 and 
had been prominent in the Holstein organization work in 
the state for many years, particularly in his own county, 
Jefferson. He was also vice-president of the New York 
State Dairymen’s Association and being a public spirited 
citizen held many positions of trust in his own locality, 
being president of the Adams Board of Trade, president 
of the Board of Education and of the Board of Trustees of 
the Adams Methodist Episcopal Church. He had also 
been chairman of the Adams Red Cross Chapter since 
its beginning. 
Floyd Carter Overton was born September 4, 1858, on 
a farm at Roberts Corners between Adams and Hender- 
son, New York. He entered Union Academy at Belle 
ville in 1876 and graduated from there in 1880. Since 
this time he has served for many years as a member of 
the Board of Trustees of that well known institution. He 
entered Cornell University in 1880 but did not complete 
his course. In 1884, he married Anna Allen, who died in 
1918. Later, he married Mary Houghton, of Henderson, 
who survives him, although she has been critically ill for 
several weeks past. He is also survived by two sons, Dr. 
F. Carter Overton, Jr., county veterinarian for Jefferson 
County, and Kent A. Overton, who was the managing 
partner in the Holstein breeding firm of F. C. and K. A. 
Overton; also one daughter, Ruth Overton Kenyon, of 


* Adams, and one brother, Charles M. Overton; also four 


grandchildren. 

Floyd Overton was active in Masonic circles, being a 
past master of Rising Light Lodge No. 637 of Belleville, 
New York, and serving at the time of his death as high 
priest of the Adams Chapter No. 205 R. A. M. He was 
also a member of Watertown Commandery No. 11, Knights 
Templar. The funeral services were held December 7, at 
Adams, New York.

Incidentally, Frank 
has been in club work for several 
years. Here is the letter: 


A Father’s View 


“IT have been asked to tell why I 
think a boy should take up Junior 
Club Work. Not having had much 
experience in writing for publication 
I will have to tell this in my own 
way and if I get off the subject once 
in a while you will have to pardon 
my inexperience. 

“Every little boy is a sacred trust 
given to a father to develop and train 
and bring up to the time when he will 
go out into the world, in as high a 
grade of efficiency as possible. Some 
fathers through ignorance and care- 
lessness are not true to this trust, 
others know and realize what they 
should do but on account of the bur- 
dens of life they put off what should 
be their duty until like the others 
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they have allowed their boys to reach 
their majority with only their muscles 
to depend on through life. 

“Some of these boys succeed in life 
through their own force and ability 
but more of them do not and as the 
years pass by you will find they are 
the ones that work for the other 
fellow. 


“In this day and age of the world 
if a father wants his boy to succeed 
and be one among his generation he 
cannot begin to train him too early 
and at the time when the little lad 
puts on his first overalls and fol- 
lows around after daddy, asks ques- 
tions and gathers together things in 
his mind, that is the time to com- 
mence. It only takes a few minutes 
at a time to answer a question and 
satisfy the little mind and coming 
from daddy it will be accepted as a 
fact. 


“These times, if a father does his 
duty by his boy, will be remembered 
in years to come with a feeling of 
gladness and satisfaction. 


“It is a natural instinct for a little 
boy to want a pet. He must have 
something to lavish his affections on 
and if he cannot get what he should 
have he will find one, even if he must 
make friends of a toad or even a 
snake. 

“Why not turn this trait to some 
advantage to them. Give them a 
ealf, pig or chickens, teach them to 
care for them in the right way, give 
them to understand the better care 
they take of them the more profit 
will come to them and as he leaves

There are ways to give it back with- 
out him knowing it. Encourage him 
to go into junior club work, help him 
to get started in some line (but here 
I want to say so the boys won’t hear 
it, don’t get the best at first), let him 
get beaten, it won’t hurt him. He will 
look at the prize winner and compare 
with his own and come home knovw- 
ing more fully what is required and 
he will try again and all the time will 
be learning what he will have to 
know to have a prize winner.

period of high prices. In general, however, the trouble 
has been due to the deflation in prices of farm products 
and the increased cost of production and of the neces- 
saries farmers must buy. 


The Drift to the Cities 


This drift from the farms to the cities is due in part 
to inability to make a decent living on the farm and in 
part to the fact that the Nation has been willing to pay 
higher wages relatively for workers in the industries of 
various sorts than for workers who are producing food. 
As long as the unfavorable ratio between agriculture and 
urban occupations continues an abnormal movement from 
the farms is not only to be expected but desired. It is 
one of the ways by which normal balance between agricul- 
ture and industry in time may be restored. 

From the national viewpoint, however, this movement 
is to be deplored both because of the conditions which 
seem to make it necessary and because it is draining from 
the country such a large percentage of the more intelli- 
gent and ambitious young farmers. Agriculture always 
produces a large surplus population, and under normal 
conditions feeds into the cities large numbers of the less 
intelligent, who because of this are not well adapted to 
modern farming, which requires intelligence of a high 
order, but are better off in the cities which provide them 
supervised work. It also sends many young men of 
superior intelligence who seek wider opportunities than 
exist in the country. In the past both classes have gone 
to the cities without detriment to either the urban centers 
or the open country, but conditions which have prevailed 
for the past three or four years have made drafts upon 
the best the country produces altogether heavier than is 
good for either the country or the Nation. 

Decline in Morale 

The Nation has suffered in another way. The drastic 
economies which have become necessary on the farms 
have greatly reduced farm standards of living. They have 
compelled overwork by the farmers, unaccustomed farm 
work by farm mothers, increased work by children kept 
out of school in too many cases the older children taken 
out for good. Continued disappointment on the part of all 
members of the family, worry and discouragement, added 
to privations, have resulted in the breaking up of many a 
home. Retrenchment in support of school and church and 
restricted recreation and public entertainment became 
necessary. The farm population of the Nation, although 
less than 30 per cent of the total, is carrying more than 
35 per cent of the child population. The farm is charged 
with the duty of educating this excess of youth and turn- 
ing it over to the cities at the producing age. During this 
period of depression both the children who are.to remain 
on the farms and those who are to be turned over to the 
cities have been deprived to too great an extent of the 
spiiiual and mental training which is so necessary to 
make* them citizens of the right sort. 

The ation has suffered equally in depressed morale. 
There has heen No satisfaction in the minds of the farmer 
or in the minvis of the city dwellers over this agricultural 
depression. Tihe farmer has no challenge to heroism. 
The farm wife has+.20 glory in her sacrifice and disappoint- 
ment and long days @f toil. The result has been a social 
and political unrest wht¢h has not contributed to national 
welfare. The undeservem, fate and the powerlessness to 
pull out of difficulties has lessened hope and developed 
an unrest which will be felttfor a long time. The farmer 
does not wish to complain, bu't he is driven to it; and at 
the same time he resents the condition which makes it 
necessary to complain. , 

Improvement and Some Reasons For It 

In speaking thus briefly of sore of the adverse condi- 
tions, it is not with the purpose. Of painting a dismal 
picture but solely with the thought that a bad condition 
can not be corrected unless it is uncierstood. As I said in 
the beginning, the agricultural situation today is very 
much better than a year ago, while the advance made 
over the terribly discouraging conditions which were pre- 
cipitated in 1920 and reached the clirax in 1921 is nothing 
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short of remarkable. In general there has been steady 
improvement since the low point in 1921. 


No small part of this improvement must be credited 
to wise legislation and to helpful administration. Agyrj- 
culture and the needs of the farmer have received more 
thoughtful and sympathetic consideration by legislative 
and administrative agencies during the past two ang a 
half years than at any previous period in our history. It 
is not out of place here again to refer to some of this 
legislation. 

The emergency tariff, enacted promptly in 1921 
checked the dumping on our markets of surplus agricul. 
tural products which had accumulated in other countries. 

The provision for emergency credit which was made 
available through banks and cooperative associations 
saved large numbers of them and their farmer patrons 
from bankruptcy. 5 

The extension of Government supervision over the 
livestock markets and market agencies has resulted in 
putting a stop to innumerable unfair practices, has given 
assurance of open and competitive markets, and gives 
opportunity to make a thorough study of the packing and 
distribution of meats. 

The law which brings the grain future trading markets 
under Government supervision has afforded an opportun- 
ity for an investigation and study of these markets which 
in time should lead to beneficial results. 

Cooperative marketing associations have been given 
protection from unjust prosecution and encouraged to 
function freely, with the view to enabling their members 
to reduce marketing costs and market their crops in an 
orderly manner. 


The agricultural credits act enables the Federal re- 
serve system to handle agricultural paper for longer time, 
increases the amount which may be loa&ed on farm 
mortgage to the individual farmer, and provides a system 
of intermediate credit especially adapted to farm needs. 
This act when under full operation should not only vastly 
improve farm credit facilities but materially reduce 
interest rates. 

These and other laws of real but lesser importance 
than the ones mentioned have been very helpful in im- 
proving agricultural conditions. Those who may have 
hoped that the depression could be turned all at once info 
a period of prosperity by some sort of legislative magic 
have perhaps been disappointed, but those who realized 
that our difficulties grew out of the period of disorganiza- 
tion resulting from the terrible World War have been able 
to note beneficial results from this legislation. 


All the administrative agencies of the Government 
have been at work with vigor and good judgment to help 
overcome the farm troubles, through enlarging consump- 
tion at home, extending abroad the markets for the farm 
surplus, promoting the readjustment of production so far 
as practicable, gathering and making known information 
concerning world consumption and production, and in 
innumerable other ways which it is not necessary to set 
forth here but which will be dealt with later in this report. 


Need of Further Improvement 


Notwithstanding the progress made toward better 
times, and notwithstanding all that has been done so well 
by both legislative and administrative agencies, it ought 
to be understood clearly that there is still room for much 
improvement in the state of agriculture and that we can 
not reasonably expect to attain to that condition of na- 
tional prosperity for which we hope so earnestly until the 
farm group, which comprises about 30 per cent of our 
total population gets its fair share of the national income 
and is able to sell the products of its labor at prices 
fairly relative to prices of what it buys. Industry, com- 
merce, and industrial labor may prosper for a time at 
the expense of agriculture, as indeed they have during 
the past three years, but the longer that continues the 
more hurtful to the Nation will be the results. The truth

War on Tuberculosis 


Rapid advances were made in the cooperative cam- 
paign to eradicate bovine tuberculosis. An increase of 76 
per cent was made in the number of herds of catle offi- 
cially accredited as free from tuberculosis. At the close 
of the fiscal year there were 28,536 such herds, compris- 
ing 615,156 cattle, and there were under supervision more 
than 400,000 herds containing nearly four and a half 
million cattle. Unfilled applications for testing nearly a 
million additional cattle were on file. 

The plan of eradicating tuberculosis from circum- 
scribed areas, with the county as the unit, has met with 
marked success. Fifty additional counties were freed 
during the year, raising the total to 81. Arrangements 
have been made to accord special facilities for shipping 
cattle from counties known as “modified accredited areas” 
without the usual quarantine restrictions. In the course 
of the year’s work the tuberculin test was applied to 
nearly three and a half million cattle. Those found 
diseased were slaughtered under inspection, as a rule, 
and indemnity was paid to the owners. Larger financial 
support is being provided by States and counties, and the 
work is growing in favor with cattle owners. 


Improvements in Breeding and Feeding 


The systematic effort to improve domestic animals in 
the country, which began nearly four years ago under the 
slogan “Better Sires—Better Stock,” continues to grow 
and is now a project of considerable size and importance. 
At the close of the fiscal year, 11,533 livestock owners had 
filed with the department written pledges to the effect 
that they have placed their farms on a strictly purebred 
sire basis and agreed to use good purebred sires exclu- 
sively in their breeding operations for all classes of ani- 
mals kept. 

Results of a questionnaire study on current livestock 


problems and how farmers are meeting them show briefly . 


that in the experience of nearly 500 livestock owners the 
general economy of rations, the cost of grains, and more 
specifically the cost of protein, represent more than half 
of all feeding difficulties: The question of balancing ra- 
tions is next most important. Livestock of improved 
breeding were reported in the great majority of cases as 
making greater gains or producing more than scrubs or 
common stock when fed in the same way. The average 
superiority of improved stock in the use of feeds, as shown 
by financial returns, was 39.6 per cent ower common 
stock.

from either Redmond or Prineville (it 
is nine miles from either) is difficult 
and expensive, particularly when 
high water in the Crooked river 
makes necessary a round-about haul. 
The same factors make it difficult to 
retain help, and much of the time the 
owner not only has to superintend 
the outside work, but has to do some 
of it personally. He aims to keep 
two men in the barn, but is not al- 
ways able to do so, and even two men 
are not enough to provide the desired 
attention to detail. Conditions are not 
much better now than they were last 
spring, in this respect, but McCall 
recently leased an 80Q-acre corner of 
his ranch to Blair & Sandwick, two 
young Holstein enthusiasts who have 
been running a milk route in Red- 
mond, producing milk with a small 
herd on 10 acres and breeding up 
with a bull of “Florence” descent. 
Both Blair and Sandwick have 
worked for McCall, and Blair was 
there four years without missing a 
milking, so Florence may look for- 
ward to a pampered old age, now that 
arrangements have been made for 
him to work at headquarters while 
Sandwick runs the eighty. The old 
lady will freshen again late this 
winter, and her owner, who is con- 
fident that she is good for another 
1000-pound record or two, expects to 
have her in good condition for it and 
to give her a much better opportunity 
than she had for either of the last 
two. 

Of the eight calves that she has 
produced, six are still in the herd 


and are doing their share toward 
maintaining the family reputation for 
good individuality and economical 
production There are four daugh- 
ters, one vo. which, Miss De Kol Pie- 
tertje Sharp, was being carried as 
calf when her dam was brought from 
Ohio and is the only female on the 
ranch, except Florence, not _ bred 
there. She has made four yearly rec- 
ords, the best one 20,650 of milk and 
667 of fat and while her first heifer 
calf is less than a year old, she has 
proved extremely profitable through 
the sale of more than $3000 worth of 
young sires from her. Florence Idella 
Sharp 2nd has a record of 529 pounds 
of fat as a senior yearling and com- 
pleted one of wsver 600 pounds last 
winter as a junior three-year-old. A 
pair of twins, Florence Idella Sharp 
3rd and 4th, by a son of Fairview 
Pearl Johanna Korndyke, and due to 
freshen next spring and to be run on 
test as two-year-olds, complete the 
quartet of Florence daughters. Twir 
bulls, a year old are the only ones 
left of four sons. Good use was made 


of both of the other two, however, 
after McCall had made one unsuc- 
cessful attempt at a sale. This was 


before the dam attained any promi- 
nence, and $200 was considered by 
the prospective customer as altogeth- 
er too much to pay for a mere bull. 
Calves having five generations of his 
own breeding are in the crops of 
today, and among the 10 “Florence” 
granddaughters and 17 great-grand- 
daughters now on the ranch are some 
with three or four crosses to the old 
cow. 
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Florence Idella Sharp was bred by 
H. C. Davis of Lima, O., and her in- 
troduction into the McCall Holstein 
beginnings was one of those happen- 
ings which appear to be providences. 
A decade or more ago the young 
owner went east to secure a shipment 
of dairy cattle. He had purchased 
six Holsteins and six Jerseys and 
needed one more to make up the 
shipment when he discovered Flor- 
ence in the Ohio herd. She proved to 
be the lucky thirteenth member of 
the group, for the others all reacted 
to the tuberculin test and were killed, 
while Florence survived and became 
the foundation female of a herd of 60 
head, 80 per cent of which are her 
descendants, that a year ago had a 
production average of 19,300 pounds 
of milk and 810 pounds of butterfat 
for every female in it. With the 
testing of younger animals, the aver- 
age has dropped slightly since then, 
but it is still better than 800 pounds 
to the cow and is claimed by the 
owner as a world record for averages 
in which every member of the herd is 
included. An Oregon herd of Jerseys 
claims a higher average, but not all 
of the producers are included, it is 
asserted. The remarkable type and 
production ability that Florence has 
handed down have largely atoned for 
the discouraging developments of the 
first few years, when tubercular re- 
actions were the order of the day and 
when the calves that arrived were 
90 per cent bulls. Not one female 
has ever been sold from the place, 
hence not only is the family group 
intact, but bulls with from eight to 
18 yearly records back of them are 
now available to the breeders of 
Oregon and have been distributed to 
some extent among the smaller herds 
of the central and eastern districts. 
S. B. Hall, Multnomah county agricul- 
tural agent and Holstein breeder of 
near Gresham, is lucky enough to 
have a son of Miss De Kol Pietertje 
Sharp, the first daughter. Oregon 
Agricultural College has another of 
her sons, a double grandson of Flor- 
ence, in use as senior herd sire and 
getting good stuff. Paarpala Broth- 
ers of Naselle, Pacific county, Wash- 
ington, have a third at the head of 
one of the few Holstein herds in that 
district, and C. J. Berning, of Mt. 
Angel, owner of Oregon’s only 1000- 
pound fat cow, had the fourth, but 
lost him. 

Hengerveld Soldene Washington, a 
great grandson of Hengerveld De Kol 
tracing in the same generation to 
Maude Burke, was the first bull used 
in the McCall herd, and the five A. R. 
O. daughters he produced are still 
there. They include Clothilde Hen- 
gerveld Soldene (628.62 Ibs. fat,) 
state champion junior four-year-old; 
and Youngi Korndyke Hengerveld 
(654.63 Ibs. fat), state champion sen- 
ior three-year-old; and while ‘their 
records are not large, except as they 
were made on nothing but alfalfa 
and barley, -the cows are of splendid 
individuality, as a group, and are 
transmitting some excellent charac- 
teristics This sire’s services were 
Suppler.eated by those of his only 
proven son, Sir Hengerveld Soldene 
Sharp, one of the Florence bulls that 
has left a strong imprint on the herd: 
and next in use were a Florence 
grandson and a son of Fairview 
Pearl Johanna Korndyke, she with 
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four records averaging over 900 
pounds of butter. By the spring of 
1921 every female in the herd had 
crosses to Hengerveld De Kol and 
Pontiac Korndyke, and to mate with 
them, a bull was selected from Dutch- 
land Farms in Massachusetts. Dutch- 
land Creamelle Sir Aaggie, a son of 
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Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad
